Alabama Governor Sends in 
First Velo Message, 


Number of Appropriation Bills Will 
Hold Over Until September. 
Money Not Available—State 
Uniformity Bill Passed 
the House.

Montgomery, Ala., February 27.—(Spe, 
cial.)—Governor Jelks this afternoon sent 
up his first veto message.

They had 
gone inside, he said, when a well dressed 
young man of fair complexion and wear- 
ing a light mustache, suddenly turned 
to him and exclaimed: 

“Here at last, are you? Well, I’ve had 
to wait long enough for you. Now I’ve 
just got time to dress for dinner.’ 

With these words the boy says the 
man took the receipts, signed Dr. Tip- 
ple’s name to it and taking the case 
hurried away, taking a street car. The.

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Memphis, Tenn., February 27.—The Mis- 
river at this point is above the 
danger line and a _ serious overflow is 
threatened. The reports tonight show 
a rise of two-tenths on the Memphis 
gauge, making the stage of water here 
33.6. Already the lowlands are beginning 
to get the full effects of the overflow, 
and the railroads. entering the city are 
keeping a sharp lookout for their tracks 
in the bottoms. The rise in the river is 
forcing the water over the banks outside 
the levees and these protective earth- 
works are showing signs of weakening in 
some places, 

Pilots report that down the river, where 
the land is very low, there are miles of 
water. At Memphis the Mississippi is 
over a mile wide, and across on the Ar- 
kansas side the water stretches far in- 
land and many houses and cabins are be- 
ing inundated. 

Texas Rivers Raging. 

Houston, Tex., February 27.—There is a 
steady rise in every river in the state, 
and the Brazos, Trinity, Colorado, San 
Marcos, Guadaloupe Leon are out of 
banks at some points.

Evolution of the Cabinet. 

Harper's Weekly: The passage of the 
act creating a department of commerce 
and labor directs attention to the gradual 
evolution of the cabinet. The word ‘‘cabi- 
net’’ does not occur in the constitution, 
and only tn one place—Article II, section 
» clause 1 agd qause 2—are there refer- 
ences to ‘‘heads of departments” and the 
principal offfVer in each of the executive 
departments.’’ There is also a provision, 
Article I, section 9, clause 6, that a regu- 
lar statement and account of the receipts 
and expenditures of all public money 
shall be published from time to time. but 
the constitution does not state that this 
statement shall be made by a “secretary 
of the treasury.”” When Washington’s 
first administration was organized in 17839, 
the cabinet council consisted of four offi- 
cers, to wit: a secretary of state, a ser- 
retary of the treasury, a secretary of war. 
and an attorney general. There was a 
postmaster general, but he was not at 
first regarded as a member of the cabinet. 
Up to 1798 the management of the infant 
navy of the United States was intrusted 
to an official of the war department. but 
in the year named the office of secretary 
of fhe navy was created. About fifty 
years passed before the next enlargement 
of the cabinet: the portfolio of the secr@g- 
tary of the interior was created in 1849, 
and functions previously discharged by 
the department of state, treasury, and 
war werg devolved upon the occupant og 
the new post. Forty years more elapsed 
before the secretaryship of agriculture 
was founded. The ninth and last seat in 
the cabinet will be taken by Mr. Cortel- 
you, who has risen from the post of 
stenographer in one of the departments to 
be secretary to the president, and who, it 
has been for some time understood, will 
become the first secretary of commerce.

Evidence as to the Murders. 

Indianapolis, Februarv 27.—The first 
evidence that Al»bat° Kaapp kitted his 
first wife, as well as his second and third, 
is contained in a statement made by 
Charles Jones, who was a prisener in the 
Marion county jail and the Michigan city 
penitentiary with Knapp. The only ref- 
erence in the statement of Jones to 
Knapp’s first wife is this: 

“Knapp told me he killed his first wife 
to get his second and his second td get 
his third.’’ 

Kneapp’'s first wife was Emma Stubbs, of 
Terre Haute. He married her in the 
eighties, and she has since disappeared 

Jones says in his statement that Knapp 
told him he had killed the Gebhardt child 
in West Indianapolis in July, 1895 
Jones said Knapp told him about the 
killing of his second wife. He took her 
to the Liberty street bridge in Cincinnati 
and threw her off into the canal after 
choking her. Then he said he went 
down to where she was. was not 
dead, and he finished her by choking her. 
After he had killed her he went back to 
town and reported that his wife was 
missing. The police authorities did not 
find her until the next day. 

Another reason for killing his second 
wife was that she had accused him of 
killing Mary Eckhard. She said she was 
going to expose him.

President Orr’s Letter. 

Mayor Howell sent the requests for 
transportation after receiving the follow- 
ing letter from Mr. Orr: 

“Hon, E. P. Howell, Mavor, City Hall, 
City —Dear Sir: After careful consider- 
ation, I think it necessary to raise at 
lease $15,000 before we can safely under- 
take the work of the Greater Georgia As- 
Bociation. With the $4,000 contributed to 
the general fund by the people of At- 
lanta and the contributions of other towns 
made at Tuesday's meeting, we have only 
90. We have, therefore, $8,100 to raise. 
I think we can raise another thousand in 
Atlanta. and we should ask the rest of 
the state for the remaining $7,100. 

“In order to raise this money as quick- 
ly as possible, I think it would be well to 
adopt the plan which you advocated in 
the meeting of the committee of ways 
and means in your office several weeks 
ag0, viz: to get a train. say one sleeper, 
a baggage car and an engine and make 
the principal towns and cities of the state 
at an early date,. say March 10. We 
Should have arrangements made with the 
leading business men of each town before 
We gO, so there will be a meeting of the 
representative citizens when we get there. 
Our party would be composed of prom- 
Inent business men from Atlanta and 
other cities and they would address the 
Meeting in turn, say giving four or five- 
minute talks by our party at each place, 
saving time for as many by the citizens. 
Adopting this plan, I think we could 
false the money in a few days and put 
the association in a position to begin 
business in good financial condition and 
with every prospect of success. 

“It has occurred to me that if twelve 
fepresentative business men from the 
leading citics of Georgia will undertake 
0 give a week's time to this work, the 
failroads can afford to furnish a train, 
because theirs will be the first interest 
to be benefited by immigration and the 
benefit to them will be continuous. I 
therefore suggest that you take up this 
Matter with the proper railroad authori- 
ties, asking their cooperation to this ex- 
tent. 

“Our first idea was to make a trip not 
exceeding four days. but after learning 
your views on the subject, I think we 
should make two trips, say a week a part, 
of three or four days each, with an itiner- 
ary something like this:

No Such Thing According to Decision 
of German Court. 

Washington, February 27.—According to 
a report to the state department vessels 
loaded with cotton are frequently report- 
ed as having fire aboard caused by the 
self-ignition of the cotton. Experts have 
come to the conclusion that cotton, being 
of the same composition as wood, cannot 
of itself become ignited. ;
